3. The references of interest are cited: Kim et al. (US 6,232,563 B1), Efland et al. 
(US 6,683,380 B2), Watanabe (US 4,987,562), and Wennekers (US 4,979,003) disclose 
a device, eg., a transistor comprising a semiconductor element having a first and an 
opposed, second side, said at least semiconductor element comprising first, second and 
third bonding pads and its connections contact pads. However, none of the reference(s) 
discloses having the first side faces of the first and second contact pads are facing the 
first side face of the third contact pad and are separated by spacing that is continuous 
along the first side faces, wherein said side faces of the first and second contact pads 
are facing each other and comprising a first part and a second part, the first part located 
nearer to the first side face than the second part, and wherein said first parts of the 
second side faces of the first and second contact pads are at a mutual distance that is 
smaller than the distance between the second parts of these side faces as set forth in 
the claimed invention.
